dictator of the 
Chinese imperial m aritim e customs is 
to be an Englishman, and th at access 
to the inland w aters is to be had by 
ships of all nations. A fourth conces­ 
sion, Mr. Balfour continued, occurred 
only a day or tw o ago, namely, the 
opening of 
three new 
treaty ports, 
Funing, 
Yochau 
and 
Chien-wang. 
This, according to Mr. Balfour, w as a 
considerable harvest for tw o m onths’ 
negotiations. 
Relative to the G erm an acquisitions 
of railroads Mr. B alfour 
said 
th a t 
w henever they w ere constructed they 
m ust be a benefit to British commerce. 
H e believed 
neither 
G erm any 
nor 
R ussia had any intention of depriving 
G reat B ritain of any of her treaty 
rights in China. 
G erm any had given 
Assurances th a t the country acquired 
by her will be open to Hie commerce 
of the world. 
The interests of Ger­ 
m any and G reat B ritain in China were 
identical, and he 
believed

-countries would be able to work hand 
in hand. 
Russia also had given a s ­ 
surances, but he w as bound to adm it 
th a t the form of these assurances had 
changed.

B alfour said th a t Russia, having se­ 
cured P ort A rthur, on

fu tu re Mr. Balfour said it could not be 
•denied th a t the indications w ere th a t 
C hina m ight collapse, aud, with fu r­ 
ther 
decay, 
fragm ents

snapped by various powers.

w ould be a 
m istake to 
allow G reat 
• 
B ritain’s policy to be governed by re­ 
mote contingencies, saying: 
“ W e desire to m aintain the integrity 
of China so fa r as possible, but it 
m ust be recollected 
th a t 
the future 
will probably have strange surprises 
in store.” 
Mr. Balfour also said the govern­ 
m ent thought Russia had pursued an 
u nfortunate 
course in taking 
Port 
A rthur, which, as R ussia herself said 
In 1895, w hen Ja p a n proposed to oc 
cupy it, would, in the hands of any 
foreign power, constitute a menace to 
th e capital of China. 
In conclusion 
he said: 
“T he balance of pow er in the far 
E ast m ay be very different when the 
disintegration of China has occurred. 
T h e tim e m ay come w hen the great 
pow ers will say th a t China shall not 
fall Into the hands of any one power, 
and to cml ark now upon any difficult 
and costly enterprise in order to w ard 
off a remote and

In tho 
first place, a drawing must be made of 
the sign or plate. This drawing is pho* 
tographed and the photograph transfer­ 
red to a metal plate, which may bo of 
zinc, brass, copper, bronze, silver or 
any other metal. Thi« metal plate is 
then hung on a copper wire into a so 
called hath 
and an elootric current 
turned on. In a fow secondH a copy of 
the lead pencil drawing is etched into 
tho metal deep enough to be visible for 
100 years. Then the plate is conveyed 
to another bath and again connected 
with the electric current. At this mo­ 
ment tho indentures begin to fill with 
jet black matter until they appear al­ 
most even with the surfaco of the plate. 
The plate is then washed, dried aud 
varnished with a coating expressly pre­ 
pared for this purpose. 
This protects it and saves the trouble 
of polishing. Signs which are exposed 
continually to the weather require deep 
etching and heavy enameling, so that 
they can be cleaned without injuring 
the surface. Tho same process may be 
applied to pictures and pen drawings, 
and the copies will last for 1,000 years, 
leaving the contours of the faces, etc., 
sharp and distinct.—Milwaukee Wis­ 
consin.

, W erner of Milwaukee IIM Made an Im ­ 
portant Discovery. 
A. Werner, a well known silversmith 
of Milwaukee, has discovered a method 
by which Higns, pictures and drawings 
oan be made by tho combined use of 
photography and electricity, and tho in­ 
vention may cause a revolution in the 
art of engraving.

Jail, and all of them small.

slept In, a n o t h e r I used for an office 
and the o th e r I kept my p riso ners in 
when 1 had any. 
“One tim e I received a m a n charged 
with m u rd e rin g his partner. T h e re was 
a little doubt about his guilt, so the 
vigilanee comm ittee tu rn e d him over 
to me. T he prisoner and tin* murdered 
m an had left together, and somebody 
found the p a r t n e r ’s body in the hushes. 
A few miles fa rth e r on they c a u g h t the 
prisoner, who had a gun and other prop ­ 
erty known to have belonged to the 
murdered man. 
It was a had case, the 
body being m utilated as to he alm ost 
unrecognizable, hut the prisoner said 
he was innocent, and 1 never had a 
more 
sociable 
fellow 
or better card 
player in tin* Jail.

On the 
lakes and rivers of th e Spreevvald may 
now be seen w h a t th e G e rm a n s call a 
tret motor 
boat, of 
w hich "treadm ill 
boat" and "bicycle boat" a r e equally 
im perfect translations. 
In this case 
neither 
steam, electricity, petroleum 
nor n a p th a is the factor of speed, but 
muscle aided by ingeniously contrived 
m achinery. 
T he tre tm o to r can bo set 
in motion by one, two or three riders. 
The m ore riders, of course, the greater 
the speed. 
T h e wheel back of the last 
r id er conveys the power to the screw. 
At the ra te of sixty tre a d s per m inute 
the screw m a k e s 500 revolutions in tho 
sa m e time.

D e v e l o p i n g D a i r y C u tv e * . 
How shall we train an d m a tu re the 
dairy calf, is a question of much i m ­ 
portance, and, 
In 
my 
opinion, one 
which will to a g r e a t extent determ in e 
the usefulness of the dairy herd, writes 
W. J. Gillctt in B re e d e rs’ Gazette. The 
trottlng-bred colt Is gradually e d u c a t­ 
ed up to its w o rk ,,a n d it has been well 
established t h a t better results 
can be 
reached by beginning t h a t education at 
a very early age. 
T h e y o u n g ster takes 
to Its lessons from a n a tu ra l instinct 
which is born and bred characteristic. 
The dev elo p m en t of the dairy ealf p re ­ 
sents a sim ila r lesson, and she m u st be 
trained, not to conflict with n a t u r e ’s 
laws, But to th a t end for which she 
was horn and bred. She is like the colt, 
in th a t by u nfavorable 
training she 
may n ev er reach 
her best, yet th a t 
function, endowed by nature, must crop 
out in some form, sh o w in g her willing­ 
ness a n d ability to respond, perhaps 
prop o rtio n ately 
to 
her education, to 
her tru e nature. 
How this education 
houId he conducted is a question upon 
which wo are not infallible, and I can 
only give a method which has brought 
to me very satisfactory and flattering 
results. 
My practice is to allow the 
calf to re m a in with the d a m only abo u t 
Gx hours. Tills for the reason th a t the 
early rem oval excites less anxiety of 
the m other, and I th in k the calf takes 
more readily to d r in k in g milk from the 
pall. 
I have roomy box stalls for my 
calves and unless crowded for room 
each one has a sep a ra te stall. 
Here 
the education begins. 
I feed liberally 
of whole milk for the first six weeks, 
after which the y o u n g ste r is gradually 
weaned onto 
sweet 
sk im m e d 
milk, 
warm as It. leaves the separator. 
At 
this tim e I th in k It necessary to add 
some su b stitu te for the b u tte r fat found 
in the skim m ed milk, and for this p u r ­ 
pose I use old process oil meal, scalded 
to a jelly, and mixed with milk. 
T here 
is soon developed an appetite for grain, 
and while they will consume a t first a 
very small quantity, it m ust he r e ­ 
mem bered t h a t this small a m o u n t does 
the calf just as much good as a pro p o r­ 
tionately large a m o u n t does a m atured 
animal. 
I aim to feed all they will eat 
of ground oats an d wheat bran, mixed 
equal parts by 
measure. 
T hey 
also 
have access to good hay, clover p re ­ 
ferred, and a small a m o u n t of corn sil­ 
age as soon as th ey will eat it. 
1 p re ­ 
fer sk im m e d milk, oil meal and this 
grain ration, because they are hone and 
muscle m a k in g foods, and I consider 
whole 
milk, 
con tain in g 
bu tter 
fat 
worth 20 cents a pound, an e x tr a v a ­ 
gant food, w hen we can do the work 
effectually w ith oil meal worth only 1 
cent per pound. 
Bone and muscle and 
early m a t u r it y a r e w hat I seek to d e­ 
velop in tlie dairy calf, and with the 
foods m entioned I push them, realiz­ 
ing t h a t th ere Is no time in an a n i m a l ’s 
life w hen th e food cost of 100 pound3. 
live weight, can he produced so e co n­ 
omically as when they are young. 
B u t grow th Is not all to be c o n sid ­ 
ered, and a n o t h e r point of no less im ­

My fall calves are 
kept In th eir pens until the w arm , s u n ­ 
ny d a y s of early spring, when they are 
dally given a frolic in the yards. 
In 
Ju ne they are tu rn e d into a small p a s­ 
ture, hut are stabled nights a n d in clem ­ 
ent days, and a re fed th ro u g ho u t the 
summer. 
Spring 
calves 
a re stabled 
d u rin g the su m m er, but are given open 
air exercise. 
In the winter they are 
given an h o u r ’s airing every day, which 
develops a fondness to be with the herd, 
so w h e n tu rn e d ou t in the spring, they 
have learned to rustle a m o n g the older 
ones, take readily to eating grass, and 
soon grow independent of stable feed. 
T hose twelve 
m o n th s of age I think 
thriv e and find sufficient n o u rish m e n t 
upon good pasture and should be fed 
milk until about this age. 
I desire a 
calf to alw ays be in good th riv in g con­ 
dition, hut do not encourage any dis­ 
position to ta k in g on flesh, for if beefy, 
she Is out of h e r place, and we are de­ 
veloping a fictitious n a tu re for which 
she w as not created. I believe there is 
to-day an existing evil in the A m e r ­ 
ican sho w yard, in judges giving too 
much encouragem ent 
to 
beefy dairy 
cattle. 


H ogs an d P u m p k in s.—J, C. Senger, in 
R ural New Yorker: 
"R ecently, while 
feeding m y hogs their ration of p u m p ­ 
kins. it recurred to m y mind th a t many 
of th e ills with which h u m a n ity is a f ­ 
flicted, particularly some of a p a rasiti­ 
cal natu re, are due to our domestic ani­ 
mals.

P u m p k in seeds are about 
the only verm ifuge used in some h o u se ­ 
holds, and they are a m on g the recog­ 
nized ‘official’ articles e n u m e ra te d in 
the ‘Lnited States Dispensatory,’ and 
ire held in high repute as taeniafuges 
by practloners of high repute.

ilar sa n ita ry effect."

Developing Dairy Calve*. 
How shall we train and mature tho 
dairy calf, It a question of much im­ 
portance, and, 
In 
my 
opinion, one 
which will to a great extent determ ine 
the usefulness of the dairy herd, writes 
W. J. Gillett In Breeders’ Gazette. The 
trottlng-bred colt Is gradually educat­ 
ed up to Its work, ,and It has been well 
established th at better results 
can be 
reached by beginning th a t education at 
a very early age. The youngster takes 
to Its lessons from a natural Instinct 
which is born and bred characteristic. 
The development of the dairy calf pre­ 
sents a sim ilar lesson, and she m ust be 
trained, not to conflict with n atu re’s 
laws, But to th a t end for which she 
was horn and bred. She it like the colt, 
In th at by unfavorable 
training she 
may never reach her hest, yet that 
function, endowed by nature, must crop 
out in some form, showing her willing­ 
ness and ability to respond, perhaps 
proportionately 
to 
her education, to 
her true nature. 
How this education 
should be conducted is a question upon 
which we .ire not infallible, and I can 
only give a method which has brought 
to me very satisfactory and flattering 
results. 
My practice is to allow the 
calf to remain with the dam only about 
six hours. This for the reason th a t the 
early removal exeites less anxiety of 
the mother, and I think the calf takes

Bone and muscle and

IN T E R E S T IN G L f T T E R FROM A LASK A . 


C. A. Jamieson Writes of His T r ip - T h e 


Brackett Road not Finiihed— The 


Brainerd Party Wall and 


Making Good Head­ 
way. 


C. A. Jamieson, who left with a 
party from this city for Dawson City 
iome weeks ago, writes his brother J. 
C. Jamieson from Skaguay under 
dates of March 15, and from Summit 
March 20 and the D i s p a t c h has besn 
given permission to publish the fol­ 
lowing extracts from the same which 
will be read with interest by his many 
friends in this city. 
Skaguay, March 15, 1898. 
I will write you a letter this morn­ 
ing, having been too busy to de so 
before. 
It is a fright here and you 
can’t turn round for less than $5.00, 
and yesterday we paid $15 to have 
our goods moved five miles taking the 
outfit in two loads. 
When we arriv­ 
ed at the foot of the mountain with 
6000 pounds of goods piled up we 
found no snow. 
Teams are packing 
to the summit for six cents per pouud. 
There are hundreds of teams ahead 
of us so I bought a horse for $150, 
worth about $10 in Brainerd, to pack 
our stuff. 
With one horse, no better 
than ours, men are making $25 per 
pay. 
We are aiittle late gatting in 
here and if we fail to get through in 
a week to Lake Bennett it will be mud 
to a man’s waist besides danger of 
slides. We have about ten hours day­ 
light. I am wearing the same clothes 
that I had on when I left Brainerd so 
that you can soe that the weather is not 
had, and I feel first rate and will 
make the trip in good shape. I meet 
many here that I know and 
who 
are doing well. L. N. Lowell and wife 
who formerly lived at Brainerd are 
running a restaurant here and taking 
in about $150 per day. 
I am writing 
this letter on a box on the sidewalk; 
the buildings in the town are almost 
too small to write in, and are occu­ 
pied mostly by saloons, restaurants 
aud lunch counters. 
YVhen you get 
your mail here you line up aud it 
takes about five hours before your 
turn comes and I have seen over 300 
men waiting and saw one man pay $10 
for a fellow’s chance in the line. 
Summit, March 20, 1898. 
We now have most of our goods 
over the summit and will finish to­ 
morrow this being the first we have 
rested since we started. 
This morn­ 
ing we made one trip to the summit 
and back and as we were so near 
through we concluded to take an after­ 
noon off and write home and one of us 
will go to Skaguay and mail our let­ 
ters. 
YVe have very fine weather aud 
it has only snowed once sinoe we ar­ 
rived. 
Talk about a mau freezing to 
death on the summit, it’s the finest 
weather you ever saw and for snow 
slides there is no danger. 
1 arose at 
5 this morning and at that time it was 
10 below zero and at 6 o’clock 1 start­ 
ed up the summit aud took of my coat 
aud left it at the tent and was then 
warm enough to be uncomfortable. 
The horse I bought for $150 wouldn’t 
work so I didn’t take him and instead 
hired a man three days for $60 and 
fed him and team and we furnished 
the sleds, and we moved 9 miles. Two 
men and a horse can get along with 
500 pounds by going very slow. 
It is 
tough getting up 
this 
mountain, 
nothing but mud and rocks most of 
the way until now where we have 
plenty of snow and will from here on. 
Our dogs are no good to us until we 
get over the summit, then they will 
be all right, I wish you could have 
been here yesterday to look on, all 
kinds of animals, mules, horses, exen, 
burrows and 
dogs, 
besides 
men, 
women and children, old and young, 
some with one leg, some with one arm 
and eye, the trail is just like a city all 
the way with tents and there is hardly 
room to pitch a tent until someone 
moves on, and there are hotels and 
saloons on the trail a few miles apart. 
They charge 75 cents per meal and 
50 cents for whiskey, but you never 
see anyone drunk for the liquor con­ 
tains so much water that they can’t 
drink enough of the stuff to get into 
that condition. 
Hay on the trail here 
is 10 cents per pound and oats the 
same. 
The people all seem to be 
crazy to get over the summit. 
There 
is no theiving here aud you can leave 
your outfit aud find it all right when 
you come back. 
Brackett’s road is 
not completed put he has done lots of 
work on it. 
We only use the road 
where it comes on the trail and 
wherever it strikes the trail he puts 
up a gate and charges a half cent per 
pound but has very poor luck. 
He 
keeps a man and several officers in or­ 
der to keep people off the road who 
do not pay, but one day the crowd 
broke the gate down and two of them 
were arrested which is the only trouble 
there has been since we came here. 
The men then turned in and built a 
road around the gate post and came 
right back on his road and he could 
not stop them. 
It ma^ be quite a 
while before 1 can write again. 
The 
balance of the boys are asleep and are 
going to write after they rest, I tell 
them they are not tough to get tired 
over a little trip like this. 
From the 
summit we cannot see a tree or bush in 
the world and nothing but mountains 
are visible to the naked eye and we 
are on the highest one of the lot.
